When one takes 
these facts into consideration, and 
at the same time knows that 
farm families are producing, on 
the average, about one-third of 
the vegetables needed for home 
use, it is hard to see why so little 
attention is given this part of the 
farm, Let’s start now to produce 
50 million dollars worth of garden 
crops to feed Alabama farmers 
in 1939, 

Few of us think of mid-winter 
as the time to start the year’s 
garden work. In fact, it should 
rot be—work in the garden should 
never stop, One of the many 
garden jobs that should be looked 
after as soon as possible is the 
fence, Every garden should be 
fenced with wire or staves so that 
poultry and rabbits can be kept 
out. Check the garden fence to 
see that all posts are sound—be 
fure that the gate is in good con- 
dition and stop all holes that may 
have been made under the fence. 

Weather conditions haye been 
ideal thus far this winter for put- 
ting out compost and plowing. 
Start the year off right by broad- 
casting compost, 15 or 20 loads, 
on the garden and turning it un- 
der.

NEW SYSTEM WOULD INCREASE ADVALOREM 
TAXES 


Introduced in the House last week and now before 


the Ways and Means Committee is a bill which would ere- 
ate a State Board of Property Inventory and Appraisal to 


be composed of three members. The duties of this new 
board, members of which will be appointed by the goy- 
ernor, will be to make a complete inventory and appraisal 
of all taxable property in the State, both real and personal, 
tangible and intangible. The act gives the board broad 
powers in assembling information on which to base its ap- 
praisal, and a large sum would be appropriated to pay ex- 
penses of making the State inventory, 

A companion bill sets up a County Board of Equali- 
zation to succeed the present Board of Review, and confers 
on the new board the duties of a fair and equitable adjust- 
ment of tax values on the property in the county, 

The theory of the new measures may be all right, but 
in practice there can be no fair and equitable valuation 
and appraisal of property by a board of three members, 
only one of whom will be familiar with values of “rural 
real estate.’ Rural real estate in one section of the State 
is not by any means of the same value as in other sections 
of the State. Then the other members of the board, with 
due respect to their character and integrity, may not know 
anything of the value of rural property. 

This board will have authority to place the valuation 
on all property in the State, and their assessment will be 
the basis for assessment by county boards, and the taxpay- 
er or property owner does not have any right of appeal 
from the decision of the boards. What these boards say is 
final according to the measures now before the legislature, 

Another bill related to the above measures regulates 
the appropriation to schools. In other words, as a penalty 
for not making the assessment according to the State 
board’s appraisal, school appropriations will be paid on 
a ratio basis. 

The bills, designed for revenue raisers, mean that 
Within the next few years property values may be raised 
to the highest levels in history. The proposed set up is 
practically the same as the “Tax Adjuster System” we 
had several years ago. Coffee County people need not be 
reminded of what happened during those years when 
property values in the county were raised on an average 
of one hundred per cent. 

We are merely giving a brief outline of what the 
measures really are—space would prevent our publishing 
the bills in detail—and are calling these matters to the 
attention of citizens of the county, Every property owner 
in the county will be directly affected and if you are in- 
terested you should do something about it, 

Talk to your neighbors, to your county officials and 
then to your representative and senator. Our opinion is 
that the measures in their present form will mean disaster 
to the property owners in every section of the State, es- 
pecially those who are in purely agricultural areas, Im- 
mediate action is necessary if you wish to enter a protest 
against these measures. 


TOO MUCH AUTHORITY 


Under legislation pending it is proposed to set up a 
new State Department of Finance, which, according to 
those who have studied the measure, would have almost 
unlimited power and tremendous authority over the entire 
financial operations of the State government and would 
also extend to many operations of counties and munici- 
palities, . 

In Montgomery Monday and Tuesday went county 
and municipal authorities to make objection to those por- 
tions of the new measure which so vitally affect their par- 
ticular positions. It was freely stated that should the 
measure pass in its present form, counties and municipali- 
ties would lose much of their right to govern themselves. 

The new measure would place in the hands of one 
man, those informed say, the power to dictate and direct 
practically all the financial policies of the State and many 
of the subdivisions as well. Too much authority is placed 
with one man, according to those who have studied the 
measure, hence the fight being made by county and munici- 
pal officials, some of whom think it would not be wise to 
have all the governing power in the capitol.

PETER DECLARES HIS LOVE 

LESSON TEXT—John 21:11-19, 

GOLDEN TEXT—If ye love me, keep 
my commandments,—John 14:15, 


“Lovest thou me?"’ This is the 
question our Lord asked Peter. It 
comes to us today. Do we love our 
Lord? It is a simple question, but 
also a very searching one. ‘We 
may know much, and do much, and 
profess much, and talk much, and 
work much, and give much, and go 
through much, and make much 
show in our religion, and yet be 
dead before God from want of love 

. There is no life where there 
is no love . . Knowledge, ortho- 
doxy, correct views . . . a respect- 
able moral life—all these do not 
make up a true Christian, There 
must be some personal feeling to- 
ward Christ"’ (J. C. Ryle). 

The instructive story, the cénter 
of which is Peter's declaration of 
love for Christ, presents a picture 
of a life of true devotion and service 
to the Lord we love. 

I. Fishing at Christ’s Command 
(v. 11). 

Peter had led the disciples in a 
fruitless fishing expedition (vv. 2, 
3). There may have been some un- 
believing self-will in his “I go a- 
fishing."’ It may also have been the 
need of food on the part of the 
disciples who had not yet been sent 
forth to preach, But in any case 
they caught nothing until they went 
to work at the Lord's direction. 

Useless and pathetic is the effort 
of the Church to win men to Christ 
except as He directs and blesses the 
work, He knows when, where, and 
how we ought to fish for men. Let 
us seek His guidance rather than 
suffer the disappointment which 
goes with man-directed campaigns 
and ‘‘drives.’’ As a matter of fact, 
we need more divine directing and 
less human driving. 

Ii, Fellowship With the Lord (vv. 


12-14). 


There are some folk who seem to 
think that following Christ is a dole- 
ful matter, devoid of every pleasant 
contact. Jesus never taught any 
such thing. He attended weddings 
and dinners even in the homes of 
those despised hy men. Remember 
that He always did it for their spir- 
itual good, not merely for His own 
enjoyment; and that He always 
brought the gathering up to His own 
spiritual level, rather than stooping 
to any worldly or wicked standards. 
Here we find Him with a glowing 
fire upon which fish is broiling and 
with bread ready for the hungry 
fishermen. It is just like Him thus 
to meet in most delightful and satis- 
fying fellowship those who serve 
Him. Draw up to the fire, Christian 
friends who are standing afar off. 
You may be so timid that, like the 
disciples, you will not dare to call 
Him by name (vy. 12), but if you 
will come you will find that the 
precious fellowship will soon warm 
your heart. 

II. Feeding His Flock (vy. 15-17). 

Many (perhaps most) after-dinner 
speeches and conversations yield lit- 
tle profit. Here is an occasion when 
such was not the case. One won- 
ders whether we would not be wise 
to take the suggestion and turn our 
thoughts and those of our dinner 
guests to spiritual things. Surely it 
should be so among Christian 
friends and in a Christian home. 


Three times Peter is asked to de- 
clare his love for Christ. Such a 
public confession was quite in place, 
before the man who had thrice de- 
nied his Lord is restored to a place 
of leadership, The words ‘‘more 
than these’ (v. 15), indicate that 
Jesus was asking of him a high 
measure of devotion. It is no more 
than He has a right to expect of us. 


The expression of love to Christ 
means practically nothing except as 
it manifests itself in service. We, 
like Peter, are to be diligent about 
feeding His flock, whether they be 
the young and inexperienced lambs, 
or the mature sheep of the fold. 
Observe that we are to catch the 
fish (the unconverted) and feed the 
flock (the redeemed). Sometimes 
it seems that we are trying to catch 
the Christians to forward some 
scheme of advancement, and failing 
to win the unconverted, because we 
are feeding them spiritual food that 
belongs to the flock of God. 


IV. Following Christ to the End 
(vv. 18, 19). 

The Christian (and surely the 
Christian worker) is to glorify God 
even by his death (v. 19). What a 
significant reply John Wesley made 
when his followers were criticized: 
“At any rate, our people die well.” 
Peter was to go on to the end, know- 
ing that he faced martyrdom for 
Christ. 

But we are not only called to die 
like Christians, we are to live for 
Him. When Jesus “had spoken this, 
he saith unto him, Follow me” (v. 
19). Just as we said that the Church 
needs more divine directing and less 
human driving, so we say that the 
crying need of the Church now is 
not more leaders, but a greater host 
of faithful followers of Jesus. Will 
you, because you love Him, follow 
Him in life and death?

The prevalence of wilt disease 
in Central and South Alabama 
raakes it necessary to plant only 
wilt-resistant varieties. Among 
these varieties that will yield 
equally as much as non-wilt re- 
sistant varieties are Clevewilt, 
Cook 144, Dixie Triumph and 
Cleveland, These will produce cot- 
ton around one inch in length, 
Wiregrass Cook and Auburn Cook 
are yielding wilt resisting varie- 
ties that produce cotton around 
fifteen-sixteenths and Cook 307 
will give high yields and seven- 
eighths to one inch staple under 
favorable moisture conditions but 
in a very dry season this wilt re- 
sistant variety will likely produce 
staple shorter than seven-eights. 

Those farmers desiring most ef- 
ficient cotton production will do 
well to study these tested va- 
rieties before planting this year’s 
cotton crop, advises Mr. Lowery. 
If. B. Tisdale, associate plant 
breeder, Alabama Experiment Sta- 
tion, and J. B. Dick, associate 
agronomist of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, supervised 
the variety tests,
